











Proposed 16 Percent Tax Hike 


Upland Council Rejects Refuse Increase 


Upland City Council went over 
some “‘bumps’’ in reaching their 
decision not ro close a portion 
of an alley to the west of McDon- 
alds on Foothill, 

Sewers, refuse and garbage 
were the main topics of this 
week’s council meeting, 

A few less than 100 people at- 
tended the meeting to show their 
disapproval of a proposed law 
which would close a portion of 
the alley, Most citizens pro- 
claimed that the alleys afforded 
easy access, Others said both 
alleys should be closed, 

However, they emphasized that 
there were still speed problems, 
even with speed bumps, The size 
of the bumps became a topic, 

According to the residents, 
the bumps on the west side are 
larger and reduce speed prob- 
lems, Somehow, the east alley 


south of McDonald's received 
Smaller speed bumps, This was 
of concern to residents because 
it affects speed rates, 





Mayor George Gibson direcred 
the city manager to investigate 
and do something to increase the 


size of the bumps and give “‘equa’ 
bumps’” to both alleys, 


The council refused the refuse 
collection hike by a 3-2 vote, 
Councilmen Hal Bailin and Ron- 
ald Rossitter and Mayor Gibson 
felt that the proposed {6 percent 
rate hike should include only 
trash service in the community, 
They felt it should not include 
the city and parks, 


“We shouldn’t give a free ride 
to the parks andthe city offices,” 
said Bailin, 


“What difference does it make 
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which pocket it comes out of? 
questioned Councilman John Mc- 
Lartny, 

The trashy tropics continued, 

Ihe council awarded a con- 
tract for refuse bins to Peabody 
of Pacoima, 

From trash, the council pro- 
ceeded to the sewers, 

sewer hookup to the Ontario 

Sewer system Was approved, This 
wokup will take the sewage from 
companies on 7th and Benson to 
the ntario plant, The Ontario 
sewage company would receive 
all fees paid by the Upland com- 
pany, Because of the low eleva- 
tion of the property, a pumping 
station provided by Upland would 
have been needed to move the 
sewarve,

Weight Limitations Debate Set 


The Upland City Council has 
set a public hearing for Feb, 22, 
at 7 p.m., in the Council Cham- 
bers for the proposal to place 
weight limitations for heavy traf- 
fic and overload on certain 
streets within the City of Upland, 


The hearing is the result of a 
study of overloads and heavy traf- 
fic by the Engineering Depart- 
ment which was prompted by con- 
cerned citizens’ complaints tothe 
City Council, Complaints charged 
that traffic on certain through 
routes was frequently too heavy 
for present street conditions, 


The Engineering Department, 
under the direction of City En- 
gineer Fred Blanchard, reviewed 
existing streets and the master 
plan, and compiled a survey of 14 
cities in the Upland vicinity, all 
but three of which have ordin- 
ances restricting movement of 
heavier traffic or overloads on 
city streets, They concluded that 
the present City of Upland Code 
Sections relating to weight re- 
strictions and movements of ov- 
erloads are inadequate tocontrol 
such traffic, 


Therefore, the department 
concluded, a new ordinance has 
been drafted using Montclair and 
Corona ordinances as a guide and 
incorporating some of the engin- 
eering judgment of the City En- 
gineer, The new ordinance, if 


adopted, would replace certain 
sections of the present code by 
classifying city streets into four 
classes relating to heavy traffic 
movements; unrestricted, inter- 
mediate load limit, restricted 
and specially identified restrict- 
ed streets, 

It would also authorize the Ciry 
Manager to post signs to restrict 
movements of heavy traffic in line 
with the various classifications; 
allow the police to require ve- 
hicles to be weighed; and empow- 
er the City to regulate and control 
movement of overloads through 


the City by requiring permits to 
protect public interests, 

rhe proposal has been provided 
with uniformity in order that 
street limitations of adjoining 
cities will not vary from city to 
city forming an integrated sys- 
tem forthe heavy commercial ve- 
hicles, 

A concise copy of the proposal 
may be obtained from the City’s 
Engineering Department and a 
display map has been prepared by 
the department for use in review- 
ing the recommended ordinance,

answers question 
concerning cat disease

POMONA <= Recent ar- 
ticles intwo popular mag- 
azines described a little 
known disease calledtox- 
oplasmosis and mention- 
e€d the possibility of in- 
fection from cats, 
owners became concern- 


éd as usually happer 
when this kind of article 
appears, and called 


Humane Society office, 

Actually, the vast ma 
jority of toxoplasmosis 
infections are apparently 
go mild that they ar 
never diagnosed, nly 
about one-half of one per- 
cent of a large group 
of cats studied recently 
were able to transmit the 
disease, And the chances 
of getting any kind of a 
disease from your cat 
are elim if you re care- 
ful to clean up after it and 
practice good person- 
al hygiene, 

50, don’t panic it’s not 
necessary to get rid of 
your cat! Toxoplasmosis 
is not a new disease, and 
it is no more dangerous 
now than it ever was, 
though the apparent in- 
cidence of it may seem 
to increase with the im- 
proved diagnostic proce- 
dures, While there is cur- 
rently no successful 
treatment of the disease, 
it can be controlled with 
drugs if caught in time, 
Recent research has giv- 
en us a better idea of 
how the parasite is trans- 
mitted, and although we 
still know relatively little 
about it, we are better 
able to guard against in 
fection, 

The majority of calls 
we received were from 
pregnant women, whose 
primary concern wasthat 
toxoplasmosis has been 
found to be passed to an 
unborn baby by a mother 
who becomes infected 
with it during the last six 
months of pregnancy, 
While some authorities 
believe this may be the 
leading cause of birth de- 
fects, only about half the 
congenital infections re- 
sult in physical abnor- 
malities, Many congeni- 
tally infected persons 
may live their entire lives 
without manifesting the 
disease, 

The incidence of toxo- 
Plasma has been found to 
be as high as 65 percent in 
some cattle herds and is

Solar eruptions 
noted by NASA 


WASHINGT ON--Clouds 
of hot, energized gas 
some 20 to 40 times the 
size of the Earth 
have been observed blast- 
ing away from the sur- 
face of the Sun, 

Scientists estimate that 
the energy released in 
this solar eruption repre- 
sents the equivalent 
power required to supply 
the total electrical needs 
of the entire United 
States, at the current rate 
of consumption, for more 
than a million years, 

The historic observa- 
tion was made by a white 
light coronagraph de- 
veloped by the Naval Re- 
search Laboratory and 
flown aboard the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration’s Orbit- 
ing Solar Observatory 
(OSO-7). 

Even through the solar 
event dissipated in outer 
space, some effects of it 
were recorded on Earth, 
Radio noise burst signals 
were heard in the Philip- 
pines, Australia, and the 
USSR, 


Although radio tele- 
scope observations of the 
Sun have detected such 
explosive events before, 
the actual plasma ejection 
through the corona had 
never been seen optically, 
The OSO-based corona- 
graph has given science 
an immensely improved 
capability to observe di- 
rectly the size, density, 
speed and paths of these 
clouds, enabling project 
investigators to predict 
quite accurately the in- 
tensity, timing and char- 
acter of the effects to be 
expected on Earth when- 
ever these emissionsare 
on an Earth - bound 
course, 

These solar eruptions 
are important because, 
among other things, they 
result in disruption to 
long - range communi- 
cations and navigations 
systems. They are also 
believed to produce ha- 
Zardous conditions not 
only for astronauts but 
also for travelers in high 
altitude aircraft trans- 
ports,

checks, Gordon R, El 
Lott, Director of VA’a 
Southern California Re- 
gional Office, reports, 


rhe increases were ef- 
fective January |, and will 
coat an estimated $195 
million the first year, 


Commenting on the two 
now laws ata recent presa 
conference, Administra- 
tor of Veterans Affairs 
Donald E, Johnson de- 
clared; 


“Tl cannot begin to tell 
you how very pleased the 
president and all of usare 
with this new legislation, 
This is chiefly because 
those who benefit are 
moatly older, low-income 


veterans who are totally 
disabled, and widows and 
children who most need 
this financial support,’ 


Johnson noted that PI 
92-198 provides 6,5 per. 
Cent coat-of-living in- 
creases to 2,2 million 
veterans, widows and 
children who draw VA 
benefits based on death 
or disability of veterans 
for nongervice-connected 
causes, First-year coast 
of the increases is eati- 
mated at $127.2 million, 


“By signing this legis- 
lation,’’ the VA Admin- 
istrator pointed out, “‘the 
President has prevented 
hardshipa, The hardships 
would have arisen Jan- 
uary | when Social Se~ 
curity increases became 
effective, Without the leg- 
islation, 1,150,000 pen- 
sioners would have had 
their VA pensions 
reduced, and more than 
16,000 on VA rolls would 
have lost their pensions 
entirely,” 


Under PL, 92-198, the 
administrator explained, 
current payment and in 
come limitation tables 
are eliminated, They are 
replaced by an innovative 
formula approach which 


provides better alloca- 
tion of pension benefits

92-197, provides a ten-
